Prelate asks 
churches to 
welcome 
migrants

WASHINGTON — National 
Migration Week, Jan. 9-14, offers a 
challenge to schools, parishes and 
communities to ‘‘express the words of 
Jesus, ‘I was a stranger and you 
welcomed me,’’’ said Archbishop 
Theodore E. McCarrick, head of the 
U.S. bishops’ migration committee. 


Archbishop McCarrick of Newark, 
N.J., said National Migration Week is 
“fan excellent opportunity and challenge 
for all of us to demonstrate our solidarity 
with those who are in need.”’ 


He called on parishes, communities 
and schools to present programs, 
workshops and celebrations to call 
attention to the plight of migrants. 


National Migration Week is promoted 
by the Office of Pastoral Care of Migrants 
and Refugees in Washington on behalf of 
the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops. The theme of this year’s 
observance is ‘‘Migrants and the Blessed 
Mother.”’ 


In an October message to mark World 
Migrant’s Day Pope John Paul II called 
Mary an example for modern-day 
migrants because ‘‘her earthly life was 
marked by a continual pilgrimage from

NEW YORK — USS. Catholic relief 
agencies began planning to aid victims of 
the Armenian earthquake as soon as the 
scope of the need and the possibilities of 
getting aid to Soviet Armenia became 
known. 

Deputy Director John Swenson of 
Catholic Relief Services, which made an 
initial commitment of $100,000, said 
assistance to a Soviet area held many 
““imponderables’’ for private agencies. 

‘‘Nobody (among Western relief 
agencies) has a track record in the Soviet 
Union,’’ he said. ‘‘And they have no 
experience with us.’’ Many questions 
therefore remain, he said, about what 


forms of help would be legal and 
practical. 
The Dec. 7 earthquake devastated 


towns and cities in northern Armenia. It 
reportedly killed at least 40,000 people 
and left half a million homeless. It was the

worst earthquake in the Soviet Union in 
40 years. 


Swenson said CRS gifts would be 
channeled through the Armenian 
Catholic Exarchate of U.S.A. and 
Canada, which is based in New York. It 
and other Armenian church bodies met 
Dec. 10 and set up a united aid fund, he 
said. 


.Father Luke Arakelian, Boston-based 
chancellor of the Armenian Exarchate, 
said the exarchate has sent a letter to all 
U.S. Catholic bishops asking for 
donations. 


The Catholic Medical Mission Board, 
a New York agency that sends purchased 
and donated medicines and other supplies 
to mission groups abroad, was gathering 
a shipment to be included in a Dec. 14 
plane flight arranged by Americares, a 
private agency based in Connecticut. 

Jesuit Father Joseph J. Walter, director 
of the board, said it was also receiving 
financial donations and planned to 


transmit these through Bishop Nerses 
Mikael Setian, the Catholic Armenian 
exarch in New York. 


Martha Collin, a board staff member 
putting together supplies for the plane 
shipment, said it would include such 
items as antibiotics, burn ointment, 
aspirin and disposable syringes. 


The Catholic exarchate, which 
represents about 10 percent of the 
700,000 Armenians in the United States, 
has joined with the Armenian Church of 
America and the Armenian Apostolic 
Church of America, which together 
represent most Armenian-Americans, 
and with smaller Armenian Protestant 
churches in forming a common aid fund. 


The two main Armenian churches 
belong to the tradition commonly called 
Oriental. Orthodox, which includes the 
Copts, Ethiopians and some Syrians. 
They were not represented at the Council 
of Chalcedon in 451 and never accepted 
its decisions, so they are not part of the

Catholics 
aid quake 
survivors

SAN DIEGO — Mercy Hospital and 
Medical Center and local Catholics joined 
worldwide relief efforts for survivors of 
the Dec. 7 earthquake in Armenia which 
killed an estimated 55,000 people, injured 
12,000 and left 500,000 homeless. 

After Barry lLaForgia, executive 
director of Southwest Medical Teams and 
a member of Ascension parish, 
Tierrasanta, called hospitals on Dec. 8 for 
volunteers and donated supplies, ‘“‘the 
phone rang off the book’’ with people 
responding, said Nancy Bernens, SMT 
executive assistant. 

The Southwest office formed a local 
team of medical volunteers to set up a 
field hospital in Yerevan, the capital of 
Armenia, said Delphine Haze, SMT’s 
director of resource developmment. 

LaForgia accompanied the San Diego 
group: Dr. Bill Pigget, Mercy Hospital 
anesthesiologist, two orthopedic surgeons 
and three operating room nurses. 

Mercy Hospital donated nearly 
$29,000 worth of equipment and supplies, 
including an EKG, respiratory 
equipment and supplies ranging from 
antibiotics and anesthesia medication to 
blankets, sponges and sutures, said Laura 
Avallone, Mercy’s public relations

larger Orthodox communion which 
separated from Rome in the 11th century. 


Swenson said CRS was looking at the 
possibilities for giving long-term aid for 
reconstruction and would be willing to 
send personnel for that if Soviet 
authorities would accept them. 


He said CRS was only now winding 
down the program of reconstruction it 
undertook in Mexico City after the 
devastating earthquake there in 1985. 
CRS personnel who were sent to 
Armenia, he said, would be able to draw 
on the agency’s experience both in 
Mexico .and in reconstruction from the 
Italian earthquake of 1980. 


The Catholic Near East Welfare 
Association, which was set up to assist in 
the area of the Eastern churches, was also 
accepting donations. Joseph Donnelly, 
press officer for the agency, said it was 
working in consultation with Archbishop 
Torkom Manoogian of the Armenian 
Church of America.

Consultant, DCM’s at 
catechumenate meeting 


BALTIMORE — Isabel Dion, diocesan 
consultant for sacramental catechesis, and 
three directors of catechetical ministry 
from the San Diego diocese attended the 
first Consultation on the Children’s 
Catechumenate Dec. 4-7.

The participants were able to dialogue 
with presentors in an attempt to determine 
the future implementation of the rite 
adapted for children of catechetical age. 

The participants and presentors also 
explored the implications of the RCIA for 
children which mandates the sequence of 
Baptism, Confirmation, and the Eucharist 
for children over the age of reason. This 
sequence, mandated by canon law and the 
RCIA, is at odds with the practice in U.S. 
dioceses of postponing Confirmation until 
adolescence.

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Polish refugees await S.D. Christmas

SAN DIEGO — On Christmas Eve 
Jacek and Joanna Wielopolska will recall 
the last Christmas they spent in their: 
native Poland and the chain of events that 
brought them to San Diego three months 
ago. through Catholic Community 
Services’ Refugee Resettlement and 
Immigration Office. 

The Wielopolskas’ last Christmas in 
Krakow, Poland, was in 1981 when 
martial law, imposed that year to quell 
the popular Solidarity movement, robbed 
Christmas of its merriment, Jacek told 
Southern Cross. 

After leaving the church where the 
couple attended Mass with their son 
Gregory, then a year old, they mingled 
with crowds exchanging Christmas 
greetings. : 

Then policemen turned the gathering 
into an oft-repeated scene of terror. From 
guns mounted atop their patrol cars, they 
shot high-pressured colored water into the 
crowd. Stains on the people’s clothing 
alerted other policemen to arrest them on 
charges of participating in illegal 
demonstrations, Jacek explained. 

The Wielopolskas escaped this attack, 
unlike other times when the force of the 
water had knocked them down, he said. 

Martial law in Poland created a climate 
of repression and privation. Jacek told of 
his wife’s six-month imprisonment for her 
involvement in an organization that was 
the forerunner of the Solidarity 
movement. 

Under martial law, those who violated 
the 10 p.m. curfew were fined, beaten or 
imprisoned, Jacek said. He described 
dark streets, insufficient electricity and 
shortages of food and supplies. ‘‘We 
stood ‘in line two hours to buy bread and 
milk,’’ he said. 

Communists controlled radio and TV 
stations; news commentators wore 
uniforms; no. music was aired, Jacek 
continued.

In 1981 he and Joanna decided to leave 
Poland permanently. 

The following two Christmases found 
them separated. Jacek went to Baghdad, 
Iraq, and Vienna, Austria, looking for 
work, but Joanna could not get a passport 
to join him. 

She finally succeeded in 1985 after 
bribing a policemen with money her 
husband had sent from Vienna. 

Gregory was 4 1/2 years old when the 
family was reunited in Austria. On 
Christmas the three strolled through the 
streets of Vienna, alive with lights and the 
sounds of Christmas music, Jacek said. 

Because he could not get a work permit 
in Vienna, the family packed a few 
possessions in their small car and headed 
for their next home — an overcrowded 
refugee camp in Bad Soden Salmunster, 


West Germany, where they 


Christmas of 1986. 


Except for attending a Mass celebrated 
in Polish and putting up a small tree, ‘‘it 
was a sad Christmas ... we had little 
money to spend,”’ Jacek said. 


The family lived in a one-room 
building in a housing complex and ate in 
a central dining room for nearly two years 
as Jacek looked for steady work. 


spent 


“‘We wanted to stay in Europe, but 
with thousands of refugees there, I 
couldn’t get a work permit,’’ he said. 


During this time the family was given 
political asylum by the West German 
government, a status granted to victims of 
political and religious persecution, said 
Solomon Belette, CCS — resettlement 
program manager. 


Jacek said he applied in March 1987 to 
the American consulate in Frankfurt to 
emigrate to the United States and was 
accepted eight months later. 

After the family chose to settle in 
California, an organization in Frankfurt 
affiliated with the United States Catholic 
Conference in Washington called 
Catholic agencies in California, looking 
for one to sponsor his family, he added. 

The San Diego CCS refugee office 
responded. and coordinated the 
Wielopolskas’ flight to San Diego, 
Bellette said. He met the family at the 
airport and drove them to their East San 
Diego apartment he had obtained for 
them. 

“It was such a nice welcome,’’ Jacek 
said. ‘‘If you come to the United States, 
everyone says ‘welcome.’ If you go to 
Austria or Germany, people ask, ‘What 
are you doing here? You can’t get a job.’ 
They don’t like newcomers.”’ 

Jacek thanks the diocesan refugee and 
resettlement office for his family’s smooth 
transition to life in Southern Calfornia. 
He said this office helped him find a job, a 
car, a school for Gregory and English- 
speaking classes for Joanna. 

Jacek said he found work with a 
landscaping company a week after his 
arrival in San Diego. 

The Wielopolskas are excitedly looking 
forward to their first Christmas here. 
Jacek detailed their Christmas Eve 
celebrations: a traditional meatless Polish 
dinner, singing Polish carols, gift-giving 
and telephone calls to the couple’s parents 
in Krakow. 

Jacek said the family would attend Mass 
at St. Didacus Church, San Diego, on 
Christmas Eve and Christmas Day, ac- 
cording to Polish custom. 

The Wielopolskas and other refugees 
who recently arrived in San Diego, were 
invited to a Christmas party given by the 
CCS refugee office Dec. 19. 

This office has resettled more than 
1,000 refugees in the San Diego area this 
year, Bellette said. 


Church has role in political issues, bishop says 


SACRAMENTO — It’s inevitable 
that the Church will be involved in 
political issues that have moral 
implications and its role will be more 


rather than less complicated in the future, - 


according to Oakland Bishop John S. 
Cummins, newly elected president of 
California’s Catholic bishops. 

‘‘With the documentation on _ the 
Church’s role in the modern world and 
recognition of the Church’s respor.sibility 
to help society, the role of national and 
state bishops’ conferences has become 
much more pronounced,’’ said Bishop 
Cummins in an interview. 

‘“The Catholic community now 
recognizes that we have a responsibility at 
all levels of the Church, bishops as well as 
lay Catholics, to bring our perspective to 
touch upon the world. And as bishops, we 
have to take positions on various issues, 
especially those with moral aspects.”’ 

Bishop Cummins, who served as the 
first executive director of the California 
Catholic Conference from 1971 to 1977, 
said that two significant roles for the state 
bishops’ conference are providing 
credible moral direction in the Legislature 
and encouraging ‘“‘respectful dialogue’’ 
on ‘“‘tough issues’’ among Catholics, 
legislators and the public. 
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Religious leaders and the public have 
become more vocal in calling legislators to 
“ive up to -+heir responsibility to be 
conscientious,’ he said. ; 


‘“Legislators have a major 
responsibility to move society along with 
some values, and that responsibility has to 
be well stated. As a state conference, we 
can be helpful in informing and 
instructing them, based on our teachings 
and our religious tradition, on issues such 
as social justice, human and economic 
rights, and family values. We have a long 
tradition of working for human dignity, 
so we can give very credible instruction.”’ 


Though Catholics hold a plurality of 
views on moral, political and social issues, 
the Catholic community can be a cohesive 
force in public policy matters because 
there are many issues on which Catholics 
agree, said Bishop Cummins. He added 
that ‘‘great wisdom’’ and consensus 
decisions can often result from dialogue 
and discussion on controversial issues. 

He cited the discussion by American 
bishops during the drafting process for 
their 1983 pastoral letter on war and 
peace as an example. 

When the process began, ‘‘A large 
numiber of bishops did not think we could 
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reach a two-thirds consensus 
agreement,’ said Bishop Cummins. 
“But over the course of a few years, 
everyone talked about the crucial peace 
issues — whether I was at dinner in a 
rectory or with friends, we discussed 
them. And the drafting process brought 
these issues into the minds and awareness 
of Catholics. Because of the education 
and development of thought over those 
years, the bishops became convinced that 
the peace pastoral had to take a stand on 
certain issues. This happened basically 
because of the respectful dialogue that 
was carried out.”’

Though the Church cannot be involved 
in partisan politics, the Catholic 
community must not shy away from 
‘‘making a positive contribution to 
society,’’ said Bishop Cummins. ‘‘From 
my Own experience, we should always 
approach the public policy arena with 
restraint, because we are not there with 
the idea of ‘increasing our power.’ But at 
the same time we have some expertise on 
moral issues, so we have to give witness 
and apply values to public policy.”’ 
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Fetal tissue — 


‘ticking time 
bomb’ of ethics

WASHINGTON — Ethicist Arthur Caplan of the 
Hastings Center has called the issue of using deliberately 
aborted fetuses as tissue donors “‘a a ticking time bomb of 
bioethics.’ 

Medical research using fetal tissue is raising hopes for 
several million Americans who suffer from Parkinson’s . 
disease, Alzheimer’s disease and diabetes, even for those 
with head injury, stroke and paralysis. - 

But such procedures also raise a host of ethical 
questions. 

Catholic and other pro-life leaders say central to the 
debate is whether it is moral to use cells from aborted 
human fetuses to treat someone suffering from a severe 
incurable disease. They say it is not and that allowing it 
would encourage more abortions. 

Proponents argue that at least some good can come out 
of the 1.5 million elective abortions performed in the 
United States every year and that it would be morally 
wrong not to use the tissue to help others. 

Why use fetal tissue to treat adults? Because, according to 
researchers, fetal cells are ‘‘immunologically naive.”’ 


Fetal cells, during the early stages of pregnancy, have 
not yet developed all the antigens that allow the transplant 
recipient’s immune system to identify and reject them. 
Also, fetal nerve cells, unlike adult cells, regenerate. 

A University of Miami neurosurgeon, head of the 
Miami Project to Cure Paralysis, has described fetal cells 
as ‘‘a very exciting glue’’ to tie together the body’s 
injured or diseased areas. 

Animal research and limited human research using 
fetal tissue has brought mixed results. 

But Yale University scientists Dec. 8 performed the 
second U.S. operation to transplant brain tissue from an 
aborted child into a patient suffering from severe 
Parkinson’s disease. The first U.S. operation was in 
November in Denver. 

Similar surgeries were first performed in Mexico and 
Sweden. In China, fetal-cell implants have been used to 
treat diabetics. 

Awareness of the ‘‘ticking time bomb”’ is growing, and 
as a result, a special National Institutes Health panel was 
convened to discuss the scientific, legal and ethical 
questions surrounding it. 

A standing NIH committee unanimously accepted the 
panel’s report and recommended the federal government 
lift a moratorium imposed last April on federal funding of 
the research. 

The report, reflecting a majority view, approved the 
use of tissue in research but recognized the “‘moral 
relevance’’ of the tissues being derived from abortions 
and called for guidelines to keep decisions on abortion 
totally independent of decisions on.tissue use. 

That final report was to be forwarded Jan. 9 by NIH 
director Dr. James B. Wyngaarden to Dr. Robert 
Windom, assistant secretary of the U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services. Whether a final decision 
would come before the new Bush administraton stepped 
in was unclear, 

Abortion was central to the panel’s deliberations, with 
many panel members expressing ambivalence. 

The panel’s chairman, former federal Judge Arlin 
Adams, said in a letter forwarding the report to 
Wyngaarden that many of the panel members ‘‘hold deep 
reservations about abortion,’’ yet because it is legal and 
the research holds promise they approved it. 

Other panel members attached remarks to an already 
lengthy report. 

Panel member John Robertson, University of Texas 
law professor, said in his support for the majority view 
that ‘“‘the Catholic Church is not against all use of fetal 
tissue from induced abortions.’’ He said the Vatican 
document on procreation issued last March ‘‘forbids use 
of deliberately aborted fetusés only if they are not dead 
and the consent of the mother has not been obtained.”’ 

The Vatican document also said: bodies of the unborn, 
whether deliberately aborted or not, must be as respected 
as are other human remains; the parents or mothers must 
give consent for an autopsy; and ‘‘the moral requirements 
must be safeguarded that there be no complicity in 
deliberate abortion and that the risk of scandal be 
avoided.”’

The climax of the. Christmas season comes with the 
celebration of Midnight Mass. Indeed, the very name, 
Christmas means the Mass of Christ’s birth, the Christ- 
Mass.

Since God gave his own son, the first idea of giving a gift is 
that it be something we make ourselves, something that 
shares our idea of what is good. Akin to this was the idea of 
giving a gift of something one owned and treasured. 

Much more recent is the idea of buying out the store to 
prove one’s love. Strange to say, even in the Orient and in 
Communist nations, there is an exhange of gifts during this 
time of the year, no matter what the motivaiton or what 
myths are presented. 

To St. Francis of Assisi is attributed the notion of setting 
up a Nativity scene, complete with manger, the Holy 
Family, angel, shepherds, and the Wise men. We are told 
that the saint added real live animals to his Christmas crib, 
with life-size statues of the principals. 

In many homes today, the crib is still a very living, 
moving custom. In ancient days, read the 1930 s, it was a 
common custom for families to visit neighboring parishes 
during Christmas week to view and pray at the various 
Nativity scenes. 

Large outdoor Christmas cribs are still displayedin many

Gen. Secretary Gorbachev’s visit to New York this 
month was by any standard a remarkable event. Although 
the visit lasted only two days — he was forced to return 
early because of the earthquake in Armenia — during 
that time the Soviet leader made a powerful impact on 
American public opinion. 

- His speech to the United Nations itself may prove to be 
historic. These are just a few of its many memorable lines: 

e ‘The use or threat of force no longer can or must be 
an instrument of foreign policy.’’ 

e ‘We are, of course, far from claiming to be in 
possession of the ultimate truth.’’ 

¢ ‘‘This is our credo: political problems must be 
solved by political means; human problems, only in a 
humane way. 

© “The Soviet Union has taken a decision to reduce its 
armed forces...by 500,000 men.”’ 

After the speech a reporter asked Secretary of State 
George Shultz, ‘‘Is the Cold War over?’’ He answered, 
“Tt may not be over, but it certainly has changed.’”’ Even 
President Reagan, who once called the Soviet Union ‘‘the 
focus of evil in the modern world,’’ said he no longer feels 
that way. 

What accounts for ibe revolutionary changes taking 
place in the Soviet Union today? Many factors are 
involved, of course, but a major one which the secular 


press almost never mentions is the influence of the church * 


in the Soviet Union. 

As everyone knows, the Communist Party under Stalin 
tried to destroy the church and eliminate religion from 
Soviet life. What is less well known is that the church not 
only survived this intense persecution but that it grew 
stronger, and that religion today plays a much greater 
role in Soviet life than most of us realize. 


Gorbachev himself is a case in point. He has told 


parts of the United States and Canada. My brothers spend 
weeks putting up their outdoor displays at their various 
homes each December.

He replaced the tree where the pagans worshipped with the 
evergreen tree which was to symbolize the ever living faith of 
the Christian.

several visitors from the west that his parents are devout 
members of the Russian Orthodox Church and that his 
mother attends daily liturgy. Although he doesn’t say so 
directly, the apparent implication of this oft-repeated 
story is that he comes from a strong Christian family, that 
he is therefore a-baptized Christian, and that he wants 
these facts known. 

Gorbachev told one British jounalist that when he was a 
child his parents, like everyone else, had pictures of 
Marx and Lenin hanging on the walls. Underneath 
them, however, still hung the family icons — the pictures 
of the saints which are central to Orthodox spirituality. 

A top legal scholar in-the Soviet Union, who is not 
himself a believer, told one of his American colleagues 
recently that a major part of the political support for the 
reforms Gorbachev is carrying out in the Soviet Union 
comes from the 50 million-plus religious believers there. 

The fact is the roots of Russian culture are profoundly 
Christian. When the Communists tried to eradicate these 
roots they found there wasn’t much left, and they’ve had 
to backtrack in order to survive. 

Martyrs by the thousands occurred during the past 70 
years to keep the church in the Soviet Union alive. 
Millions of other believers — people like Gorbachev’s 
own parents — suffered in various other ways. Now one

Cardinals defend Vatican stand in Fr. Curran suit

WASHINGTON — In a éttrial 
featuring two cardinals on the witness 
stand, the respective rights of the Catholic 
Church, a university, a teacher and 
students have been the focus of debate. 

Academic freedom or the lack of it at 
The Catholic University of America, the 
national university of the U.S. bishops, 
quickly became a central issue. 

The scene was Superior Court of the 


District of Columbia, where the trial of 
lawsuits by Father Charles E. Curran and 
five students against Catholic University 
began Dec. 14. 

Father Curran, an_ internationally 
known moral theologian, has sued the 
university for violation of his contract and 
his rights of academic freedom because it 
has refused to let him teach classes since 
1986, when the Vatican declared that his 
dissent from church teachings made him 
unfit to teach as a Catholic theologian. 

Five students who were studying under

ALCALA PARK — Cardinal 
Giuseppe Caprio, president of the 
Prefecture for Economic Affairs of the 
Holy See, has been named by Pope John 


Paul II as Grand Master of the worldwide ° 


Equestrian Order of the Holy Sepulchre 
of Jerusalem, according to the 
administrative head of the papal order. 

There are 230 Knights and Ladies of 
the Holy Sepulchre in the Diocese of San 
Diego, some 900 in the U.S. Western 
Lieutenancy and some 10,000 worldwide. 

In San Diego the news was received last 
week by John D. Boyce, vice president of 
financial affairs of the University of San 
Diego and the lieutenant of the order’s 
Western Lieutenancy, in a telegram from 
Massimo Lancellotti, the order’s 
governor general in Rome. 

Cardinal Caprio succeeds the late 
Cardinal Maximilian de Furstenberg as 
the pope’s representative to the papal 
order. 

Cardinal de Furstenberg, who died on 
Sept. 22, served as Grand Master of the 
order since 1972. 

Though established in the 11th century 
following the first successful Crusade in 
the Holy Land as a religious-military 
order of knighthood, the order’s principal 
work today is to sustain and aid the 
charitable, cultural and social works of 
the Catholic Church in the Holy Land. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher, Grand Prior of 
the order’s Western Lieutenancy, hosted

Diego in December 1985. The cardinal 
joined in the diocesan Our Lady of 
Guadalupe celebration at the Community 
Concourse in downtown San Diego. He 
celebrated Mass in Calexico and in the 
Mexican border towns of Tijuana and 
Mexicali. 


Father Curran also sued the university, 
and they were added to the first lawsuit as 
intervenors on the plaintiff’s side. 


On the opening day Judge Frederick 


'H. Weisberg, presiding at the non-jury 


trial, denied a motion by Catholic 
University to dismiss the case summarily 
because it was a matter of church law, 
immune from civil court adjudication 
under the First Amendment. 


The trial itself began with about six 
hours of testimony by Cardinal James A. 


Hickey of Washington, chancellor of the 
university. He said the papally approved 
Vatican judgment against Father 
Curran’s fitness to teach Catholic 
theology required him as chancellor to 
rule out any possible theology teaching 
post for the priest. 

Father Curran had been a professor at 
Catholic University for 20 years when the 
Vatican declared that his dissent from 
certain church teachings made him not 
“‘suitable nor eligible to teach’’ Catholic 
theology. 
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director. The hospital also sterilized 
medical equipment supplied by smaller 
medical facilities, she added. 

Joan Murphy, unit manager for 
surgery, coordinated the project, 
Avallone said. 

These supplies, combined with those 
procured from other Southern California 
hospitals, totaled some 60,000 pounds, 
according to Haze.

The San Diego 
volunteers joined other medical personnel 
in Portland to form a 16-member medical 
team. The group left Portland Dec. 13 for 
Armenia on a 747 jet furnished by the 
Flying Tigers who donated the flight. 
Crew members volunteered their time, 
SMT reported. 

Three flights carried a total of some 
80,000 pounds of supplies and 
equipment, including eight kidney 
dialysis machines and portable X-ray 
machines, Haze said. 

Haze estimated the cost of the first trip 
to Armenia between $150,000 and 
$200,000, raised partially by SMT fund- 
raisers and private donations. 

According to an SMT FAX bulletin 
from Yerevan, 30,000 earthquake 
victims there needed orthopedic and 
neurosurgery when the American group 
arrived. 

The bulletin stated that a member of 
the Soviet Ministry was ‘‘deeply moved’’ 
by relief efforts and said, ‘“The whole 
world has opened its arms to Armenia.”’ 

Another SMT communique from 
Armenia described conditions in 
Leninakan, where 290,000 people lived 
before the earthquake reportedly killed 
more than one-third of its population. 

‘“No live victims have been located in 
this devastated city by the. team,’’ an 
SMT volunteer wrote about Leninakan. 
“They have found multiple bodies, and 
thousands of coffins line the streets of the 
city. Despite cold snow conditions the ER 
(emergency room) teams were able to 
tend to hundreds of wandering homeless 
victims each day.’’ 

The bulletin also noted record-setting 
‘‘firsts’’ of the American mission: the first

American medical group to arrive after 
the earthquake, the first 747 jet to land in 
Armenia, ‘‘the first Americans to enter 
the Soviet Union without visas.”’ 

More than 100 volunteers, including 
many Catholics, assisted SMT staff 
members in preparing supplies for 
shipment to Armenia, said Bernens, a 
member of St. Therese parish, San 
Diego. ‘‘We all worked together’’ in a 
Christian effort. 

Haze said some volunteers collected 
supplies from physicians’ offices and 
sorted, inventoried and weighed them at

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“* Hospitals urged to 
immunize children 
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ST. LOUIS — The nation’s Catholic 
hospitals are being urged to ‘‘see Christ 
in the faces of the children’’ and launch 
free immunization clinics. 

The call is part of the Christmas 
message of Dr. Robert E. Fredricks, 
chairperson of the board of trustees of 
The Catholic Health Association of the 
United States (CHA). Dr. Fredricks is 
senior vice president of medical affairs for 
St. John’s Hospital and Health Center, 
Santa Monica, Calif. His message 
appears in the December 15 issue of 
Catholic Health World. 

Fredricks cites statistics indicating that 
20.6 percent of all U.S. children live in 
poverty, that 20 percent are not covered 
by health insurance and only about half of 
poor children are covered by Medicaid. 
He also cites a decline in the number of 
children receiving routine immunizations 
— down to a new low of 77 percent in 
1985 — and adds that the decline is twice 
as great for poor children. 

Fredricks urges all Catholic hospitals to 
immediately ‘‘provide the means _ to 
immunize children who are not protected 
against polio and other preventable 
diseases that could devastate our young 
generation.”’ 

He asks each Catholic hospital to 
become a children’s immunization 
center, to begin now to conduct free 
immunization services for children, to 


assess the ongoing need in the community 
and to organize volunteer physicians, 
nurses, and support staff to provide 
continuing immunization services. 

Fredricks also urges Catholic hospitals 
to continue their long-range efforts to 
expand health insurance coverage for 
children and to achieve Medicaid 
reforms. 

The pediatric clinic at Mercy Hospital 
and Medical Center in Hillcrest does not 
charge for immunizations, which are 
provided by the public health 
department, according to Laura 
Avallone, public relations director. 

The hospital clinic provides outpatient 
care for low-income and medically 
indigent patients throughout San Diego 
County, Avallone said. 

‘‘We can see the holy infant of 
Bethlehem in the faces of the children 
today — some of them lying in mangers, 
some in doorways. Let this be our gift to 
the Christ child, and to the poor children 
in our communities,’’ Fredricks adds. 

The Catholic Health Association is the 
national organization of Catholic 
healthcare facilities and organizations. 
Headquartered in St. Louis, CHA’s 
membership includes 603 hospitals, 621 
long-term care facilities, and 60 multi- 
institutional systems, as well as the 30 
dioceses and 267 congregations of women 
and men Religious that sponsor them. 


Priest’s homily leads 
to delay in execution

HELENA, Mont. — Montana’s first 
scheduled execution in 45 years has been 
postponed because of the efforts of a 
Catholic priest. 

A homily given by Father Jerry 
Lowney, associate pastor of St. Helena’s 
Cathedral, opposing the death penalty 
spurred two Catholic lawyers to seek 
clemency for convicted killer David 
Cameron Keith. 

When approached by the lawyers to get 
his permission, Keith first refused but 
after visiting with Father Lowney he 
changed his mind. 

A clemency hearing was held by the 
state’s Board of Pardons and Parole Dec. 
19 and a recommendation from the board 
was expected to reach Gov. Ted 
Schwinden by Dec. 23. 

Keith was to be executed Dec. 1 but the 
governor granted a 51-day reprieve to 
allow the pardons board to consider 
Keith’s petition for clemency. 

Father Lowney told The Montana 
Catholic. newspaper of the Helena 
Diocese, he discussed Scripture and 
prayed with Keith during a_ late 
November visit to the prison. 
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‘‘He (now) sees the issue as a right-to- 
life issue involving lives other than his 
own,”’ he said. 

‘‘He realizes that an.execution would 
not only lead to more executions but 
contribute to more violence and 
homicides by those with defective 
personalities who desire punishment,’’ 
said the priest, who was a sociologist and 
criminologist before he entered the 
seminary. 


Father Lowney organized a recent 
prayer service involving Helena-area 
parishes ‘“‘for healing and 
understanding”’ in the Keith case. 

Keith, 32, was convicted of the January 
1984 shooting death of a Polson, Mont., 
man, Harry Shryock. Keith had robbed a 
Missoula, Mont., drug store, then taken 
a 13-year-old boy hostage and fled north 
to Polson. Shryock, 64, offered to take the 
boy’s place in what became a tense 
airport drama. Police shot Keith in the 
head and seconds later he shot and killed 
Shryock. 


Keith, who is nearly blind and is 
paralyzed on the right side of his body, 
has said his injuries have made him no 
longer a threat to society and that he 
should not receive the death penalty.

OLP freshman swims 
way to Olympic trials

SAN DIEGO — Nine years ago Laurie 
McClelland saw a synchronized swim 
show on TV and thought it looked like 
fun. Today the freshman at the Academy 
of Our Lady of Peace is ranked number 
one in the 13-14-year-old national 
division and fifth in the overall U.S. 
standings. 

McClelland is part of the Sweetwater 
Dolphins synchronized swimming team 
of San Diego. The girls perform in solo or 
as a duet, trio, or team of four to eight 
people. 

McClelland said she likes the solo and 


team competitions because she knows she 


can depend on herself for the solo 
performance, and in the group event she 


can ‘‘let everyone (her team members) be - 


nervous.’ She usually choreographs her 
routines for solo competition because, ‘‘I 
make up really good stuff most of the 
time.”’ 

Although she said it is a lot of fun, hard 
work is a must. McClelland practices her 
swimming techniques and routines from 
one to four hours per day. 

Not everyone can be a synchronized 
swimmer, said McClelland. ‘‘It involves 
the grace, poise and posture of a 
ballerina, the strength of a weight lifter, 


the flexibility of a gymnast and the speed 
of a racer,’’ she said. - 

For some, swimming and training that 
hard and that often might get boring or 
tiresome, she said. At one point in her 
athletic career, McClelland gave up 
swimming but “‘got so bored that I missed 
it and went back to it.”’ 


Her years of hard work paid off this 


year — McClelland qualified to attend 
the 1988 Olympic trials in Indianapolis. 

She did not qualify for the U.S. team 
but said she did better than she had 
anticipated. 

“Tt was nerve-racking because I knew 
there were alot of good people. It was an 
honor for me just to be there.”’ 

Despite the excitement of the Olympic 
trials, McClelland said her most 
memorable experience was a_ 1987 
competition held in Italy. 

The young swimmer was one of 10 
U.S. representatives to perform. She 
claims her solo performance in front of 
some 1,000 spectators was probably her 
best. 

She said so many people turned out to 


watch the event that she began to realize 


what it meant to be an American. 

“A lot of countries look at America like 
it’s paradise. It is paradise, pretty much, 
and I was proud to be an American,’’ she 
said. :

Pope to travel to Spain 


for rally with youth

VATICAN CITY — In a message for 
the 1989 World Youth Day, Pope John 
Paul II confirmed that next August he 
would travel to Spain for an international 
youth rally. 

The pope also exhorted young people 
to become ‘‘apostles’’ who would 
challenge the secular world -with the 
Gospel message. 

The annual World Youth Day message 
was released by the Vatican press office 
Dec. 16. It was dated Nov. 27. 

The papal message noted that the or- 
dinary celebration of World Youth Day 
would be marked in local churches on 
Palm Sunday as it has been since 1984. 
Next year, Palm Sunday will be March 
19% 

In addition, an international celebra- 
tion will take place Aug. 19-20. at the 
sanctuary. of Santiago de Compostela, 
Spain. The pope invited Catholic young 
people from around the world to join him 
there. 

The Spanish sanctuary is one of the 


‘historic shrines of Europe, traditionally 


believed to contain the body of the apostle 
James, also known as St. James the 
Greater. 

This will be the second time the pope 
has marked World Youth Day in a city 
other than Rome. In 1987 the pope 


celebrated the day at a rally in Buenos 
Aires, Argentina. 

In his message, the pope said new 
apostles are needed to evangelize the 
modern world. 

““The world of today is one great mis- 
sion land, even in countries of longstan- 
ding Christian tradition,’’ the pope said. 

‘‘Everywhere today, neo-paganism and 
the process of secularization present a 
great challenge to the message of the 
Gospel.”’ 

But there is also a “‘growing nostalgia’’ 
for things spiritual and sacred, he observ- 
ed, and a need for ‘“‘young and 
courageous’’ apostles willing to proclaim 
the Christian message to others. 

The discovery of Christ is ‘‘the finest 
adventure of your life,’’ the pope told the 
young people. For such a discovery to the 
‘‘authentic,’’ it must also involve the 
‘desire to bring him to others.”’ 

The pope said that for young people to 
fully benefit from the youth day, they 
must undergo spiritual preparation in 
their local dioceses, parishes, associations 
and movements. 

The first youth day celebration took 
place in Rome in 1984, culminating in a 
Palm Sunday procession by an estimated 
250,000 young people. : 

After a second such gathering in 1985, 
the pope established that World Youth 
Day would be celebrated every Palm Sun- 
day.

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Vatican regains some 
followers of Lefebvre

ROME — During a Latin Tridentine 
Mass in a Rome church in December, a 


. Vatican cardinal ordained an ex-follower 


of excommunicated traditionalist 
Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre. 

Two days before in Albano, a town 16 
miles south of Rome, 60 people sang 
responses in Latin at another Tridentine 
Mass to celebrate the feast of the 
Immaculate Conception. But this Mass 
was celebrated by a 32-year-old priest 
loyal to the archbishop, and he was 


warmly greeted afterward by the 
congregation. 
The two Masses symbolize the 


Vatican’s uneven success in its efforts to 
regain followers of Archbishop Lefebvre, 
the man who sparked the only schism 
caused by the teachings of the Second 
Vatican Council. 

The Vatican, through an aggressive 
but highly flexible policy, has made 
significant inroads since the schism was 
provoked by the 83-year-old archbishop’s 
June 30 ordination of four bishops against 
papal orders. But the rank-and-file of the 
archbishop’s followers remain firm, 
suspicious that Vatican efforts to 
reintegrate them into normal church life 
is a disguised form of silencing their 
opposition to Vatican II teachings. 

They also fear that if they return, local 
church officials will excessively restrict 
their use of the pre-conciliar Tridentine 
Mass, an important element in their 
spiritual lives. 7 

As 1988 neared an end, the Vatican 
already had reincorporated into the active 
ministry 46 priests, more than 60 men 
and women Religious and more than 30 
seminarians. The Vatican calls this 
process regularization. 

According to Vatican figures, 20 of the 
priests are former members of 
Archbishop Lefebvre’s Priestly Society of 
St. Pius X, composed mostly of priests 
ordained by him. Society officials say only 
15 of their priests have left. 

Vatican officials estimate that about 10 
percent of Archbishop Lefebvre’s priests, 
Religious and seminarians have been 
regularized. 

Neither the Vatican nor St. Pius 
leaders say they have reliable figures on 
the archbishop’s lay followers. A society 
official said the overall number of lay 
followers has grown, although some 
longtime members have left. The Vatican 
estimates that up to 10 percent have left. 

Before the schism, the Vatican 
estimated the archbishop had between 
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eternal nephines: and peace.

followers. It has expelled members only in 
isolated cases where explicitly required by 
church law. It has granted widespreac 
permission to returning priests and 
Religious to retain their spiritual 
traditions and liturgical practices, such as 
the Tridentine Mass, which.has become a 
symbol of their gpponition to conciliar 
teachings. 

Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, head of the 
Vatican Congregation for the Doctrine of 
the Faith, said the schismatic movement 
has ‘positive elements.’’ He said much of 
it is a reaction to theological and liturgical 
abuses which have yet to be corrected in 
the post-conciliar church. 

His view is shared by Vatican officials 
directly involved in the regularization 
campaign. 

But most of Archbishop Lefebvre’s 
followers are skeptical. 

“We doubt whether we would be free 
to criticize Vatican II,’’ said Bishop 
Bernard Tissier de Mallerais, who was 
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ordained by Archbishop Lefebvre and 274 


who is general secretary of the priestly 
society. 

The Vatican rules would give local 
bishops too much control of the 
movement, he said, and ‘‘we would get 
into trouble if we-criticize too much.”’ 

As evidence of this, priest-followers of 
the archbishop cite a clause in the Vatican 
regularization agreement. It allows them 
to question aspects of Vatican II teachings 
but only while ‘‘avoiding all polemics.”’ 

‘‘Rome’s idea is to bring us back into | 
the post-conciliar church. We want to | 
return the post-conciliar church to the | 
traditional church,’’ said Father Anthony 
Esposito, celebrant of the Tridentine | 
Mass in Albano. 

Father Esposito was born in what is | 
now Zimbabwe and is superior of the | 
eight- -member branch of the St. Pius | 
society in Italy. He said the archbishop | 
has 300 followers in Italy, which *, 


represents a slight increase since the — 


schism. 

In the effort to regain Archbishop 
Lefebvre’s followers, the Vatican is 
pinning much of its hopes on its liberal 
permission for use of the Tridentine 
Mass. ; 
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Into Thy hands, O Lord, we commend the spirits of these 
beloved-ones who are gone before us into the realm of Thy
